Party at that time, made this statement: 


*‘No Communist, no matter how many 
votes he should secure in a national elec- 
tion, could, even if he would, become 
President of the present Government. 
When a Communist heads the Govern- 
ment of the United States — and that 
day will come just as surely as the sun 
rises — the government will not be a 
capitalist government but a Soviet gov- 
ernment, and behind this government will 
stand the Red army to enforce the dicta- 
torship of the proletariat.”

INTRODUCTION 


The Communist Party of the United 
States of America advocates the over- 
| throw of our Government by force and 
violence. As documentary proof of this, 
the Committee on Un-American Activi- 
| ties submits the following report: 
| The Committee hopes that this report 
| will dispel any confusion on the question 
| that may presently exist in the mind of

the American public, demonstrate the ur- 
gent need for enforcing existing legisla- 
tion dealing with the Communist Party, 
and illustrate the voluminous — evidence 
available for such enforcement. 


This report will show that — 
1. The teachings of Marx, Engels, 


Lenin and Stalin constitute the credo of 
the Communist Party, U. S. A.— in fact 
of the Communist movement throughout 
the world. The doctrine of forceful and 
violent overthrow of anti-Communist gov- 
ernments is a basic premise of these teach- 
ings. 


2. The model party of the American 
Communist is the Communist Party of 
the Soyiet Union, whose history forms a 
basic “‘guide’’ or text book for American 
Communists on the practice of force and 
violence. 


3. The American Party is now and 
always has been under the direction of 
an international Communist organization 
dominated by the leaders of the Commu- 
nist Party of the Soviet Union. 


4. The Communist Party, U. S. A,, 
and its leaders, both present and _ past, 
are on public record as advocates of the 
forceful and violent overthrow of _ the 
American Government, despite their re- 
cent disavowals. Many of these leaders 
have received training in Moscow on the

5. The Communist Party, U. S. A, 
has encouraged, supported and defended, 
without a single deviation, the ruthless 
measures of foreign Communist parties to 


overthrow their legally constituted gov- | 


ernments by force and violence.

A POTENTIAL DANGER 


Communism today, far from being the 
weak, isolated movement it once was, is 
a powerful force for evil whose influence 
is being exercised in virtually every 
country in the world. Under the leader- 
ship, support, and inspiration of the So- 
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viet Union, a communistic dictatorship 
has been forced upon one nation after 
another in Europe by the ruthless use of 
force and violence. 


These outbursts of Communist violence 
— all obviously aimed at paving the way 
for eventual subversion of the entire world 
to Moscow dictation — have also occur- 
red in Asia and in our own hemisphere. 
Each of these subjugated countries con- 
stitutes a bridgehead from which forcible 
and violent attacks can be launched 
against the United States either directly 


or in cooperation with the American 
Communists. 
Communist violence manifested on 


April 9, 1948, in Colombia should give 
us all cause for thought. If a handful 
of Communists could achieve such effec- 
tiveness in a neighboring country, far re- 
moved from the Soviet Union, we cannot 
continue to blind ourselves to the menace 
of our own Communists who form a great- 
er proportion of our population than the 
Colombian Communists in the Colombian 
population. 


The administration, in its request for 
a stronger air power, large Army, and 
other national-defense measures, has rec- 
ognized the march of Communist aggres- 
sion as a threat to our national security. 
It has failed, however, to appreciate and 
understand the potentialities of Commu- 
nist agents within our Nation. 


The harm that can be done by the in- | 
ternal Communist movement in the event | 


of a national emergency must not be mini- 
mized. The potentialities for injury at 
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to a sudden Communist strike or coup 
which will find us utterly unprepared. 
Communists reaped the full benefit of 
such surprise tactics in Bogota. 


The problem of our Communist minor- 
ity is doubly serious in view of its basic 
belief that sabotage, terrorism, armed in- 
surrection, civil war, and any other meas- 
ures of force and violence are justified 
in promoting the cause of the Soviet 
Union. 


These tactics have been hammered into 
the American Communists by their inter- 
national leaders ever since the movement 
in America was started in 1919. A vir- 
tual blueprint for revolutionary action 
under such slogans as: Learn how to use 
Break up the 


arms! Acquire arms! 
armies! Seize the factories! Use ter- 
ror! Kill the leaders! Smash the state 


machine! is provided in the works of 
Marx, Enge!s, Lenin, and Stalin. 


These works are gospel to the Ameri- 
can Communist movement and to the 
movement in every other part of the 
world. To those who would dismiss this 
as mere theory, we say that the Com- 
munists mean business, here as well as

Modern society has become so intri- | 


cate that it is conceivably possible for a 
comparatively small, closely knit and de- 
termined group, located in strategic and 
sensitive points and dedicated to the use 
of force and violence, to create serious 
confusion, to dislocate and perhaps even 
paralyze the machinery of our economic 
and social life. 


SEIZE, SMASH, TERRORIZE 
It has been established that the Amer- 


ican Communists have for years concen- 
trated on infiltrating strategic areas of 
our economy, especially at the vital parts 
of the American military machine. The 
advances of modern scence have made 
available to each individual Communist 
forces of destruction which would have 
been inconceivable years ago. 


Moreover, the advantage which the 
Communists hold in being able to work 
in secrecy makes us twice as vulnerable 





| referred to. 


It should be noted carefully that the 
teachings of the international Communist 
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leaders constantly reiterate the instruction 
that all Communist Parties must “defend 
the U.S.S.R. by every possible 
means’ in the event of a war against the 
Soviet Union. 


The principal means recommended by 
these leaders for such defense of the Sov- 
iet Union is the same means they recom- 
mend for the. achievement of the overthrow 
of the American Government—civil war. 
This civil war, in their own words, “‘is 
unthinkable without the worst kind of de- 
struction, without terror and limitations 
of formal democracy.” 


The Committee is aware that the Com- 
munists have deliberately promoted confu- 
sion regarding their belief in violent over- 
throw of the American Government in 
order to lull the American people into 
a false sense of security and to avoid 
prosecution under the law. 


LAWS WITH WHICH TO 
PROSECUTE 


Among the existing laws under which 
Communists can be called to answer in 
courts of justice are: 


The Smith Act which provides penal- 
ties up to 10 years in jail and a $10,000 
fine for persons who “knowingly or will- 
fully advocate, abet, advise or teach the 
duty, necessity, desirability, or propriety 
of overthrowing or destroying any govern- 
ment in the United States by force or 
violence . . 


The Voorhis Act, which requires or- 
ganizations to register with the Attorney 
General if the orgarfizations are subject 
to foreign control or if “one of the pur- 
poses or aims of which is the establish- 
ment, control, conduct, seizure, or over- 
throw of a government or subdivision

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thereof by the use of force, violence, mil- 
itary measures, or threats of any one or 
more of the foregoing.” 


A vigorous enforcement of both laws, 
based on the true character of the Com- 
munist Party should be instituted by the 
executive branch of the Government with- 
out further delay. To hesitate any long- 
er will be to sacrifice our national security. 


It is difficult to find a comprehensive 
document published by the Communist 
Party, U.S.A., which does not express 
the Party’s devotion to the teachings of 
one or all of its leading theoreticians, 
Marx, Engels, Lenin, and Stalin. Despite 
every fluctuation of the Party line and 
despite changes in the personnel of its 
leadership, these principles remain as the 
avowed and fundamental theoretical ba- 
sis of the organization. 


For purposes of precision and proper 
interpretation of these views, it might be 
well to note that Alexander Burrill 
his Law Dictionary and Glossary defines 
force as “unlawful violence offered to 
persons and things.” 


Bouvier’s Unabridged Law Dictionary 
defines violence as “force which is em- 
ployed against common right, against the 
laws, and against public liberty.” We 
hold that advocacy of civil war, armed 
uprising, and insurrection may properly 


be ‘included under these heads. 
OFFICIAL PARTY POLICY 


The following passage is taken from 
the Communist Manifesto: 


“The Communists disdain to conceal |

their views and aims. 
clare that their ends can be attained only 
by the forcible overthrow of all existing 
social conditions. Let the ruling classes 
tremble at a Communist revolution. The 
proletarians have nothing to lose but their 
chains. They have a world to win. . .”

headed the Bolshevik or majority wing 
of the Social Democratic Party of Rus- 
sia under the Czarist regime. In Novem- 


| ber 1917 he led an armed insurrection 
| _ which overthrew the democratic govern- 


ment established by Alexander Kerensky. 
Lenin was the outstanding theoretician 
and founder of the Communist Interna- 
tional. He was the first Premier of the 
Soviet Government. 


We cite from the classic work by 
Lenin, The State and the Revolution, on 
the role of force and violent revolution. 


“We have already said above and 
shall show more fully later that the teach- 
ing of Marx and Engels regarding the 
inevitability of a violent revolution refers 
to the bourgeois state. It cannot be re- 
placed by the proletarian state (the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat) through ‘with- 
ering away’ but, as a general rule, only 
through a violent revolution.” 


In the plainest terms Lenin advised 
members of the armed forces to use their 
weapons against their own government. 


“Tomorrow you are deprived of the 
election ballot, you are given a rifle and 
a splendid machine gun equipped accord- 
ing to the last word of machine gun tech- 
nique—take this weapon of death and de- 
struction, do not listen to the sentimental 
whiners who are afraid of war. 


**Much has been left to the world that 
must be destroyed by fire and iron for 
the liberation of the working class. And 
if bitterness and despair grow in the 


masses, if a revolutionary situation is at 
| . . 
| hand, prepare to organize new organiza- 
| tions and utilize these so useful weapons 


of death and destruction against your own 
government and your bourgeoise.”” 


STALIN’S EXHORTATIONS 
As Prime Minister of the Soviet Gov- 


ernment and as secretary-general of the 
leading Communist Party of the world, 
the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, 
Joseph Stalin occupies a post of undis- 
puted authority in the international Com- 
munist movement. 
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The following citation on force and 
violence are quoted from his standard 
works. In large measure they reiterate 
the utterance of Marx, Engels, and Lenin. 


“The dictatorship of the proletariat 
cannot arise as the outcome of the peace- 
ful development of bourgeois society and 
bourgeois democracy. It can only arise 
as the outcome of the destruction of the 
bourgeois State machine, the bourgeois 
army, the bourgeois bureaucracy, and the 
bourgeois police force. 


“Capitalism is decaying but it must 
not be compared simply with a tree which 
has decayed to such an extent that it 
must fall to the ground of its own accord. 
No, revolution, the substitution of one so- 
cial system for another, has always been 
a struggle, a painful and a cruel struggle, 


| a life and death struggle. 


“That is why the Communists say to 
the working class. Answer violence with 
violence; do all you can to prevent the 
old dying order from crushing you; do 
not permit it to put manacles on your 
hands, on. the hands with which you will 
overthrow the old system. As you see, 
the Communists regard the substitution of 
one social system for another, not simply 
as a spontaneous and peaceful process but 
as a complicated, long and violent pro- 
Communists cannot ignore facts.” 


The Lenin School in Moscow is used 
by the Communist nternational to train 
its operatives for activity throughout the 
world. Among those who studied in this 


| school were a number of the outstanding 
_ leaders of the American Communist Par- 
_ty. Our committee has fortunately been 
_ able to obtain a copy of one of the text- 
| books used for this purpose, entitled ‘“The 


Road to Victory” by Alfred Lange, from 


which we quote. 


“The armed uprisings in the Marxian 
sense is the rising of the masses of the 
people against the reactionary regime, the 
beginning of the armed collision between 
the revolutionary and counter-revolution- 
ary classes, the direct fight for the cap- 
ture of the political power through a rev- 
olutionary class. 
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“The concept of ‘civil war’ on the 
other hand, includes not only the fight for 
the capture of political power, but also 
the fight between the revolutionary and 
counter-revolutionary parties for power in 
general, that is to say, for the retention 
and the defense of the power once it has 
been captured. The armed _ uprising, 
therefore, is only the -initial stage, the 
first phase of the civil war.” 


PATTERN FOR AMERICA 


The Communist Party of the United 
States, known also at various times as the 
Communist Party of America, the Com- 
munist Labor Party of America, the 
United Communist Party of America, the 
Workers Party of America, the Workers 
(Communist) Party of America, and the 
Communist Political Association, has 
clearly espoused resort to force and vio- 
lence, in its official publications or through 
oficial spokesmen. 


The constitution and program of the 
Communist Party of America stated in 


1921: 
“The World War marks an epoch— 


the epoch of the collapse of capitalism 
and the beginning of the proletarian rev- 
olution. With the disintegration of im- 
perialism come uprisings among the ex- 
ploited masses in the colonies and in the 
small independent nations. The imperial- 
ist armies disintegrate. The ruling classes 
are unmasked and their incapacity to fur- 
ther direct the destiny of the world’s 
working masses is exposed. 


“Armed insurrection of the proletariat, 
resulting in victorious revolution, as in 
Russia, and a series of open armed con- 
flicts with the state power of the bour- 
geois, as in Germany. This is typical of 
the conditions throughout the world.” 


Published by the Workers Library 
Publishers, official Communist Party, 
U.S.A., publishing house in 1935, ‘““Why 


Communism?”’ is an outstanding Com- 





munist classic by Moissaye J. Olgin, who | 


was, until his death in 1939, editor in 
chief of the Morning Freiheit, official 
Communist Party daily in the Jewish 
language.

As an index to the stir now being cre- 
ated by American men of the soil, your 
editor has before him a document which 
may well become one of historical im- 
portance. It is a petition, drawn up by 
a group of Michigan farmers and sub- 
mitted for signature to members of State 
Legislature from their respective districts. 


It is dated April 1948 and says: 


““‘We the undersigned members of the 
Michigan State legislature respectfully pe- 
tition the Congress of the United States, 
through an appropriate committee to in- 
vestigate the injunction imposed by a fed- 
eral court on William Frederick Koch, 
Ph.D., M.D., a pioneer in the field of 
research and treatment of cancer, inas- 
much as recently discovered methods of 
treatment confirm the research of Dr. 
Koch, with the end in view of requesting 





the Attorney General of the United States 
to have said injunction dismissed, so that 
Dr. Koch can continue further research 
and practice in his field without restric- 
tion.” 

The document bears the signatures of 
twenty-five legislators. 


More about Dr. Koch’s persecution 
a little later. . 


Suffice to say that Michigan farmers 
are not letting their herds die while wait- 
ing for bureaucrats to lift an injunction 
that should never have been imposed. 
They are using Koch therapy anyway, 
thereby saving themselves and the public 
substantial sums of money in terms of 
cattle, beef and dairy products, 


Injustice temporarily denies the learned 
physician the right of recommending his 
treatment. But men living close to na- 
ture, who know values when they see 
them, are using the discovery just the 
same. 


This reminds us of the man of old who 
insisted the world was round and _ that 
it moved on its axis. In stocks, suffer- 
ing excruciating pain, he cried out that

Denial of the earth’s rotundity, did not 
cause the solar system’s wheels to stop. 


Dr. Albert L. Wahl, a New York 
physician of enviable attainments, says 
in his book, A Least Common Denomi- 
nator In Antibiotics: “In the philosophy 
of Medicine, the last word has not been 
said. Nor, of course, is it presumed 
that the present writing encompasses the 
final dictum.

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The Ministry of Healing

Minister of Agriculture of British Colum- 
bia, called a group of experts together at 
Vancouver on October 4, 1944. It was 
agreed that the Koch method of treating 
diseases which were then ravaging fine 


dairy herds, should be carefully studied. 


Two divergent views were expressed 
at this meeting: 


(1) Educational, scientific and ad- 
ministrative authorities present, took the 
position that reports of cures were fan- 
tastic and too good to be true, (2) Prac- 
tical men, farmers who had seen the 
demonstrations with their own eyes, tes- 
tified that results were being realized 
exactly as claimed. 


On page 16 of his 1944 report, the 
Minister stated: ‘““There were many dairy- 
men present who made astounding claims 
for the Koch treatment. In practically 
all cases the dairymen claimed that their 
responded almost immediately. 
These cattle owners were emphatic in 
their request that no action be taken 


treatments when required.”’ 


One leading breeder told how the 
Koch treatment had saved an especially 
good cow given up to die. He explained 





that it developed mastitis during lacta- 
tion. A veterinary surgeon advised him 
to have the animal removed from the 
herd and slaughtered. There was danger | 
of the infection spreading. 


Instead, the Koch treatment was ap- 


plied. The action consisted of one dose 


of the therapeutic reagent being admin- 
istered by hypodermic syringe under the 
skin of the neck. Recovery was instan- 
taneous and within a week the cow’s milk 
was being sold to the creamery. 


Other breeders related similar exper- 
iences. Thereupon it was unanimously 
agreed that the Department of Agri- 
culture should investigate the merits of 
the system. The official declaration ap- 
pears on page 16 of the agricultural de- 
partment’s 1944 report: ‘“The Minister 
stated that it was his desire to form an 
opinion based upon accurate investigations 
and he named a committee to undertake 
this investigation.” 





Mr. MacDonald’s words of instructions 


were: “I am Minister, and gentlemen, I 
am determined to get at the truth.” 


Two veterinarians were appointed by 
members of the committee to work to- 
gether. Animals were to be examined 
and their diseases classified. It was agreed 
that no clinical problem would be re- 
jected because of the severity of the dis- 
ease. The joint opinion of the owner and 
the two veterinarians was to be accepted 
as final. Field work was begun in No- 
vember 1944 and completed in Septem- 
ber 1945. A government laboratory 
and a private laboratory duplicated each 
other’s work and checked up on the bac- 
teriology and other anaiyses required for 
the test. 


The results were nothing short of as- 
tounding to members of the Committee. 
Everything that the Koch Laboratories, 
located at 8181 East Jefferson Avenue, 
in Detroit, anticipated, came to pass. It 
was fitting that the final report published 
by the government of British Columbia 
should have contained a statement by 
Dr. Arnott. He summed up the Koch 


theory of treatment as follows: 


“Life is promoted, sustained, and re- 
produced by the use of food. For good 
health the supply must be adequate in 
amount and in variety. For the best 
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Dr. D. H. Arnott 
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normal results it is necessary that the 
food be well digested, and also that the 
potential energy contained therein « be 
transferred into living energy throughout 
the body at a vigorous rate, burning the 
food properly in each individual cell 
where it unites with oxygen for this pur- 
pose. 


“This living chemical reaction is 
spoken of by medical science as ‘inter- 
nal respiration,’ and it must take place 
continuously because nature has not pro- 
vided any reservoir wherein oxygen may 
be stored, to be drawn upon at will 
or in time of need. It is upon the degree 
approaching perfection with which food is 
thus turned into living energy consistent- 
ly that conditions re-,uisite for good health 
are best maintained, that diseases are 
best resisted, that life is best reproduced. 


“It is Dr. Koch’s belief that a normal 
supply of these essential carbon com- 
pounds often can be renewed by the hy- 
podermic administration of the reagents 
which he discovered.” 


The Committee adopted a closing res- 
olution which contained the following 
commendatory clause: 


“That the observations justify a recog- 
nition of the working hypothesis of biolog- 
ical oxidation of the Koch treatment, 
meriting its further use in veterinary ther- 
apy. 


And so, our Canadian friends are prof- 
iting from the wonderful achievements of 
the Koch science.

R KOCH began the treatment of 


cancer in 1918 and other diseases 
later. 


He soon discovered interests existing 
in the United States that did not wel- 
come recoveries from these deadly ene- 
mies of society to reach the public. Since 
that time he has had to constantly beat 
down the opposition in order to continue 
his work for the relief of suffering hu- 
manity.

OOD evening ladies and_ gentle- 
men. 


Nineveh was the most wicked city in 
the world back in the ninth century B.C. 
Jonah, a prophet, whose biography we 
have in the Old Testament lived during 
that period. He was ordered to Nineveh 
on a special preaching mission, We read 
these words in the record: 


“‘Now the word of the Lord came unto 
Jonah . . . saying, Arise, go to Nineveh, 
that great city, and cry against it; for 
their wickedness is come up before me. . . 
Preach unto it the preaching that I bid 
thee.” 


Jonah found himself in an awkward 
position. He was called to preach to peo- 
ple whom he detested. He was narrow- 
minded and selfish, egotistical and bigot- 
ed. 


The message of God in every age has 
been for people who have needed it most. 
The Ninevites were wicked people. They 
needed to hear from God. Jona!. had no 
right to manifest any likes or dislikes. 
He should have viewed the matter ob- 
jectively and remained detached, as far 
as his personal wishes were concerned. 


The preacher is merely a vehicle for 
conveying the message of wisdom from 
above. He is the delivery wagon. It is 
up to him to deliver the goods. The goods 
is the Gospel. 


Jonah refused to go to Nineveh. He 
was selfish. And he had a ‘“‘whale of an 


experience” before he got cured. 
NINEVEH’S GREAT NEED 


Nineveh was the crime center of the 
ancient world, It had a population of six 
hundred thousand. The origin of the city 
remains a mystery, except for the fact 
that we know it was founded by Nimrod, 
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the wicked dictator of the Babel-build- 
ers. By the way, get his name right! Nim- 
rod, not Winrod. 


Nineveh was first inhabited by people 
who colonized from Babylon. It later 
became the capital of the Assyrian em- 
pire. 


For moral wickedness in the days of 
Jonah, the city remained unsurpassed. All 
standards of morality, decency and hon- 
esty had been destroyed. The armies of 
Nineveh scoured the civilized world. 
They conducted a series of military cam- 
paigns that completely wiped out other 
cities. They carried away great masses of 
people as slaves. 


The name “Nineveh” came ta be hat- 
ed wherever it was known. The prophet 
Nahum voiced the pent-up feelings of all 
the people who lived to the west—when 
he described it as being a “‘bloody city.” 


The city became the most magnificent 
place in the world. But her physical gains 
-were made at the expense of character. 
Moral decay accompanied prosperity. 
Ninevah became weak through the loss 
of moral consciousness. 


No nation has ever survived a moral 
collapse, except under circumstances where 
the growth of mass immorality has been 
arrested by the sudden impact of a re- 
ligious awakening. 


God knew, and Jonah should have 
known, that the only hope of salvaging 
Nineveh, the only hope of making it a 
decent and respectable place in which to 
live—the only hope was a religious awak- 
ening broad enough to involve the con- 
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science of the masses. 


It is the mission of the prophet to 
hook after matters of this kind. The 
state of the nation’s religious life is an 
index to its security in other ways. 


Jonah was unfaithful to the prophetic 
office. He was ordered to Nineveh, but 
instead, turned and deliberately went in 
the opposite direction toward Joppa. He 
was a coward. He reasoned correctly 
that public sentiment would be against 
him if he went to Nineveh. He feared 
opposition. 


When a preacher gets to the place 
where he fears public sentiment more 
than conscience . . . when he becomes 
more concerned with what people think 
than what God thinks, he should vacate 
the pulpit. I know of no reason why the 
servant of God should be expected to 
develop an inferiority complex. 


CRITICISM CONSIDERED 
The book of Jonah is small, condensed 


and compact. It has only four chapters. 
And these four chapters contain only 48 
verses. 


There is a chain of miraculous events 
recorded in the book. But these do not 
seem to attract the attention or excite the 
aversion of the critic. 


The average critic prefers to pick out 
one verse and concentrate his opposition 
upon it. The objectionable verse is the 
one that says the whale took Jonah to 
dry land and vomited him out upon the 
shore. This verse is rejected by the critic. 


Now, notice, please, that nothing is 
said about a whale in the narrative. In 
reality, the whale should never have been

allowed to swim into this story. The rec- 
ord says a great fish. There is a vast 
difference between a whale and a fish. 


We are reminded, of course, that Jesus 
is quoted in Matthew 12:40 as saying, 
“As Jonah was three days’ and three 
nights in the whale’s belly; so shall the 
Son of Man be three days and three 
nights in the heart of the earth.” 


The root word translated “‘whale’’ in 
the original text of both the Old and New 
Testament passages, means literally a 
“sea monster.” Or a “monster of the 
deep.” 


The translators rendered the original 
term a ‘great fish” in the Old Testament. 
They came upon the same word in the 
New Testament and caused it to read 
“whale.” In reality what our Lord actu- 
ally said was, ““As Jonah was three days 
and three nights in the belly of the mon- 
ster of the deep.” 


I suggest, however, that we give our 
skeptic friends the benefit of the doubt. 
Let it be assumed for the sake of argu- 
ment that the Bible actually says a whale 
swallowed Jonah. They tell us that the 
gullet of a whale is too small to accom- 
modate the body of a man. This is true 
of some species of whales, but it is not 
true of others. 


A whale was discovered off the coast 
of Norway a few years ago with a throat 
so large that it could have swallowed a 
man on horseback. 


One day browsing around in the Na- 
tional Museum at Washington, D.C., I 
came upon the carcass of a whale, mount- 
ed and in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion, caught off the southern coast of 
Newfoundland which measured 78 feet in 
length and 25 feet around the shoulders. 
It weighed 63 tons, Its throat was plenty 
large to accommodate the body of a man. 


Dr. E. J. Sewell, a distinguished Eng- 
lish scientist, wrote an essay a few years 
ago on the subject, ““The Historical Value 
of the Book of Jonah.’’ He was awarded 
the famous Gunning prize by the Vic- 
toria Institute in the city of London and 
credited with having presented the best 
scientific paper of the year. 


Dr. Sewell insisted that a whale is not 
a fish in the truest sense, but is, in reality, 
an air-breathing mammal. This fact was 
not recognized until many centuries after 
the book of Jonah was written. 


Dr. Sewell further insisted that an 
ample supply of air is constantly pumped 
into the whale’s stomach, and for this reas- 
on the creature is able to float. If this 
be true, it explains how Jonah would 
have been able to breathe during the 





plight attributed to him in the book that 
bears his name. 


THE JAMES BARTLEY 
INCIDENT 


But, I have something more convinc- 
inging for your consideration: 


On August 25th, in the year 1891, 
a whaling vessel called the ‘Star of the 
East,’’ was sailing in southern seas in the 
vicinity of the Falkland Islands. Two 
large sperm whales were spotted in the 
distance. 


Sailors on board the ship lowered two 
boats. Each boat contained six men, who 
rowed out into the waters where the 
whales were playing. 


One whale made a successful escape. 
The other was successfully bombed and 
harpooned. In its dying agonies, the 
beast pulled the boat through the waves 
as though it were a toy. Presently, it 
struck the boat with a powerful lash of 
its tail and reduced it to splinters. The 
six men were thrown into the waters. 


Five climbed back on board the ‘‘Star 
of the East.” One, a man by the name 
of James Bartley, failed to appear. His 
friends mourned him as dead. The whale 
was conquered and lifted to the deck of 
the ship. 


Thereupon, the sailors began the tedi- 
ous process of removing the blubber. They 
removed the stomach of the carcass and 
hoisted it with a pulley in such a way 
that they could see something jumping 
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spasmodically, at regular intervals, on 
the inside. 


They removed James Bartley from the 
whale’s stomach a few minutes later. He 
was a raving maniac for three days. 
There was a blue tinge over his body, 
which he carried the rest of his life, pre- 
sumably from gastric juices encountered 
in the whale’s stomach. He had been 
there 36 hours. 


Bartley later regained perfect mental 
poise and lived to an old age. He wrote 
these words. Listen carefully, because I 
am quoting a signed statement by a man 
in modern times, who remained in the 
stomach of a whale for a period of 36 
hours. 


“IT remember from the moment that 
I jumped and felt my feet strike some soft 
substance. I looked up and saw a canopy 
of pink and white descending and the 
next moment felt myself drawn down- 
ward, feet first, and realized that I was 
being swallowed by a whale. I was 
drawn lower and lower. A wall of flesh 
hemmed me in, yet the pressure was not 
painful and the flesh gave way before 
my slightest movement,” says this mod- 
ern Jonah, James Bartley. He continues: 


“Suddenly, I found myself in a sack, 
much larger than my body, completely 
dark. Soon I felt a great pain in my 
head and my breathing became difficult. 
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At the same time I felt a terrible heat. 
It seemed to consume me and I believed 
I was going to be broiled alive. 


“The thought that I was to perish in 
the body of a whale tormented me be- 
yond endurance while the awful silence 
weighed me down. I tried to rise, to cry 
out. All action was now impossible, but 


my brain seemed abnormally clear, and | 


with full comprehension of my fate, I lost 
consciousness.” 


The captain of the ‘Star of the East” 
reported this incident the next time his 
ship made port. It was written up in 
various newspapers. The Literary Digest 
published a comprehensive story. 


Dr. E. J. Sewell, to whom I referred 
a few minutes ago, discussed James Bart- 
leys experience at length in the document 
for which he was awarded the Gunning 
prize from the Victoria Institute, at 
Westminster, in London, England. 


I have submitted these facts for the 
sake of argument, to establish the authen- 
ticity of the narrative, in our thinking, 
beyond any question of doubt. Infidels 
have no legitimate grounds for sneering 
at this story. Unbelievers exaggerate when 
they profess to find unscientific absurdi- 
ties in this interesting piece of Old Testa- 
ment literature. 


But these matters form no part of the 
high moral philosophy, depth of spiritual 
knowledge and profound ethical teaching 
contained in the book as a whole. 


The Bible student is aware that the 
experience of Jonah became one of the 
most remarkable types of the death, burial 
and resurrection of the Lord Jesus to be 
found anywhere in Old Testament scrip- 
ture. 


There is a significant phrase in the 
book of Jonah, the second chapter and 
the second verse, in which the prophet 
says, “Out of the belly of hell I cried.” 
Now turn, please, to the fifth clause of 
the Apostle’s Creed, in which we read 
that Jesus, “‘Descended into hell; the 
third day He rose again from the dead.”

There he bought 
a ticket to Tarshish. He started across the 
Mediterranean in a boat. A storm arose 
with great violence. Lots were cast by the 
sailors. Jonah was singled out for his 
guilt. He was thrown overboard and tak- 
en to dry land by a sea monster. Then 
we read, ““The word of the Lord came 
to Jonah a second time.”” Once more he 
was commanded to go to Nineveh. This 
time, he obeyed. 


The city was 90 miles in length. Jonah 
entered and immediately began preaching 
his famous sermon. He cried out against 


He warned Nineveh of its vices. He con- 
demned its wickedness. He denounced its 
pagan idolatry. He urged people to re- 
pent. He reminded them that they had | 
only 40 days in which to make up their 
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minds. 
the city. 


Peasants are working in the field. They 


hear the strange messenger and rush home 
to tell their kin. Yonder are water carri- 
ers on the wall. They put down their jars. 


They listen to the voice of judgment as | 


it echos through the city walls. The record 
says that eventually the prophet’s warn- 
ing reached the king in the palace. 


A royal decree was issued calling the 
entire populace to fasting and prayer. 
This act of national repentance saved the 
nation. There was no other hope. Jonah 
preached. The people were attentive to his 
message. They repented. They turned 
from their vices. There was a moral and 
spiritual awakening. National character 
was rehabilitated. The sentence of judg- 
ment was suspended. Nineveh was spared. 


The message of the book of Jonah 
most certainly finds application to our day 
and generation. You and I are living in 


the most treacherous period the world has | 


ever known. Never was it so essential that 
people should find guidance from above. 
And never was there seemingly less in- 
clination in that direction. Like Jonah of 
old, the modern Church has failed to lead 
people Godward. Many pulpits proclaim 
negative doctrines of unbelief. Many de- 
nominations have departed from the faith. 
Worldliness, compromise and doubt have 


devitalized the Church 


The American people no longer enter- 
tain sound concepts of right and: wrong. 
The conscience of our nation is, in the 
language of Scripture, “seared like a hot 
iron.” The God-consciousness needs to 
be restored. There is no other hope. 


If we are sensible, we will take this 
message from the book of Jonah to heart. 
We will repent. We will turn from our 
wicked ways. We will open God’s Word 
with reverence. We will turn our thoughts 
and our hearts Godward, before it is too 
late.

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NE REASON why the Marshall 

Plan has encountered opposition in 
Congress, is because of the duplicity exer- 
cised in administering its affairs. 


The scheme is supposed to operate as 
a deterrent to the westward march of 
Communism . and yet some of the 
most dangerous left-wing radicals to be 
found anywhere in the United States, 
have been given strategic posts for carry- 
ing out its provisions. 


Expressions of resentment greeted the 
announcement that Boris Shiskin had 
been appointed to the most powerful ad- 
ministrative position in the entire Eu- 
ropean recovery program. He will have 
offices in Paris. 


Shiskin is listed a number of times 
in the files of the Committee On Un- 
American Activities. His red contacts 
are legion. Of Jewish nationality, he 
was born in Russia, and came to the 
United States in 1923. He was then 17 


years of age. 





Some have said that he has been natur- 
alized. If so, he is not sufficiently proud 
of being an American citizen to mention 
it in his “Who’s Who’ biographical 
sketch. He held at least four different 
positions in the Roosevelt administration, 
each paying a large salary- 


Last year, he served as a member of 
the board of directors of the ‘‘Social- 
ist Party’s League For Industrial Dem- 
ocracy.”” This organization operates ac- 
cording to the doctrines expounded in 
the First Communist Manifesto by Karl 
Marx. It has received large sums of 
money from the red Garland Fund. 





Shiskin is a sponsor of the radical 
‘Americans United For World Govern- 
ment,” a group made up of Jewish cap- 
italists and proletarian reds. He gave 
a number of radio talks attacking the 
Taft-Hartley bill. He has been a con- 
tributor to ‘‘Nation’”—one of the most 
radical magazines published in the United 
States. He is also a lecturer for the red 
Rand School of propaganda. 


And to cap the climax, Shiskin was 
a delegate to the Civil Rights Con- 
ress at Detroit, in April 1946. This 
meeting, admittedly controlled by the 
Communist Party, drew up the master 
plan for sovietizing the United States on 
the pretext of promoting civil liberty. 


Shiskin later served on President Tru- 
man’s Committee that drafted the so- 
called Civil Rights proposal which is now 
dividing the Nation. . 


When Stalin learned that this man was 
to have charge of administering the Mar- 
shall Plan in Europe, he probably smiled 
knowingly, took another puff from his 
pipe, and dropped off into a state of 
complete relaxation. 
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OP LEVEL observers here at the 
Capital agree that Mr. Truman is 
now taking orders from the same minor- 
ity groups, who dictated the foreign and 
domestic policies of our Government dur- 
ing the Roosevelt administration. 


As proof, they point to the circum- 
stances which surrounded his recognition 
of the Hagana, Lenmi and Stern gangs 
less than thirty minutes after their leaders 
met in Palestine and declared themselves 
a ‘“government.”” 


Drew Pearson wrote on May 22nd 
that ‘“‘various people played important 
backstage roles’ in forcing the Presi- 
dent’s hand. Then he went on to ex- 
plain: 


“One was Eddie Jacobson, Truman’s 
old haberdashery partner in Kansas City, 
who was brought to Washington by 
Frank Goldman, of Lowell, Mass., head 
of B’nai B’rith. Together with Maurice 


| Bisgyer of the same organization, they 


had several talks with Truman. 


“Another who talked with the Presi- 
dent just one day before he recognized 
Israel was venerable Congressman Sol 
Bloom, New York Democrat, who ad- 


vised : 


*“**Jump in fast with recognition, Mr. 
President. Don’t wait for Russia and 
her satellite states to recognize. They 
are sure to do it, but don’t let them do 
it first.’ 


“The next day Truman acted. In 
fact, he acted so fast that he had to tip 
off the Jewish agency to send him a re- 
quest for recognition so he could act on it. 
The agency hadn’t even had time to 
make a formal request.” 


There can be no questions as to the 
reliability of Pearson's sources of infor- 
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mation, where Jewish interests are con- 
cerned. 


Joseph Kamp says on page 23 of his 
book ‘Open Letter To Congress” . 


“Drew Pearson, columnist and com- 
mentator, has long been one of the prin- 
cipal mouthpieces of the Jewish Gestapo. 
He has worked in its inner circles. A 
Washington agent of the Gestapo has 
been on his payroll from time to time. 
His principal assistant is David Katz 
(or Karr), a former employee of the 
Communist Daily Worker.” 





ERSONS in touch with the White 

House, say that Mr. Truman also 
had personal political reasons for recog- 
nizing the Palestine Zionists. He is de- 
scribed as believing the move would help 
him in eastern cities where the Jewish 
population is large. 


His message to Premier Attlee of Oc- 
tober 4, 1946 destroyed the last hope of 
an Arab-Zionist compromise which the 
British were trying to effect.’ If the civ- 
ilization is thrown into a conflagration 
over the Palestine question, the date of 
origin will be the one just quoted—when 
the President of the United States proved 
himself too weak to resist Jewish pres- 
sure, 


A leader on Capitol Hill, who request- 
ed that his name not be used, said: “I 
hope the President slows down on this 
Palestine thing, because it has the poten- 
tialities of a third world war. We have 
fought two wars in this generation to 
help the Jews. I hope he doesn’t drag 
us into another.” 


Every politician regards New York 
as being a pivotal State because of its 
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large electoral vote. The Jewish popu- 
lation of New York City reaches into the 
millions. Strange enough, this compact 
minority is influencing the destiny .of the 
entire Nation. 





It has been suggested that Mr. Tru- 
man did not recognize the Zionists in far 
away Palestine. Instead, he recognized 


the East Side of New York City. 


England refused to follow his lead. 
A Briton said: ““There is no need to 
hurry. There is no election in this coun- 


try until 1950.” 


Contrary to Mr. Truman’s expecta- 
tions, international Jewry manifested little 
appreciation for his gesture. Professor I. 
Kisch, president of the Palestine Con- 
struction Fund, issued a statement from 
Amsterdam, in which he said: 


“Had the United States recognized 
the Jewish State some months ago, per- 
haps not a shot would have been fired. 
Recognition now fills us with bitterness.” 





HE FOLLOWING excerpts from a 
recent speech by Representative Ed 
Gossett of Texas, reflects the sentiment 
of a large number of men on Capitol 


Hill: 


“‘According to Rabbi Bernstein, ad- 
viser to General Clay on Jewish affairs, in 
recent testimony before the House Com- 
mittee on Immigration, there are now 
some 11,000,000 Jews in the world, 
distributed as follows: Almost 6,000,000 
in America, some 500,000 in Austria, 
less than 20,000 in Germany, about 
20,000 in Italy, about 180,000 in Hun- 
gary, about 20,000 in Czechoslovakia,

almost 500,000 in Palestine, most of 
whom have gone there since World War 
I as a result of Zionist promotion; about 
300,000 living elsewhere among Arabic 
peoples, some 2,500,000 in Russia, and 


a few scattered elsewhere. 


“Rabbi Bernstein, a recognized auth- 
ority, states there is no anti-Semitism in 
Russia. Why would there be? The 
backbone of the Bolshevist Party in Rus- 
sia was Jewish. Many of the leaders of 
Russia today are Jewish. . . 


“According to the Jewish encyclope- 
dia and Jewish history, most of the Zion- 
ists come from a group of eastern Euro- 
pean Jews whose ancestry is non-Semitic. 
Their ancestors were known as the Kha- 
zaras. 


““They never lived in the Holy Land 
at any time. They migrated from Asia 
to the area of southern Russia around the 
first century. They embraced Judaism 
as a religion during the seventh century. 
They adopted Jewish names and the He- 
brew alphabet as a basis of their writing. 
They developed Yiddish, which is no 
more like Hebrew than English is like 
German or Swedish. They only have 
a common alphabet. 


“In other words, a big majority of 
those who now want to go into Palestine 
have no blood kinship whatsoever with 
the Hebrew children. Now, what of the 
Hebrews themselves? The Arabs lived 
there before the Hebrews, and the Arabs 
have lived there in undisputed possession 
for 13 centuries since all semblance of 
Jewish sovereignty ended. The Jews 
maintained no semblance of a national 
home in Palestine for longer than 375 
years, and that was more than 2,000 
years ago... 
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“Is there any religious basis for the 
Jewish claim to a sovereign state in this 
area? Jerusalem is much more a Holy 
City in the Christian faith and in the 
Moslem faith than in the Jewish faith. 
The Moslems worshipped toward Jeru- 
salem a hundred years before they wor- 
shipped toward Mecca. There is nothing 
in the Bible or elsewhere giving the Jews 
any religious or political right to set up 

a nation in this area. 


“Should an. American soldier set foct 
on Palestinian soil in support of a Jewish 
state, it would alienate the friendship of 
the whole Moslem world, and make of 
them hostile enemies. It would open 
wide the doors of Communism and give 
the Russians an entree they long have 
sought but could not otherwise obtain. 
It would create disunity at home as well 
as destroying our influence abroad. It 
would stimulate as nothing else could, 
the growth of anti-Semitism in this coun- 
try. It would, in all probability, initiate 
world war III.” 





. M. BIRKHEAD'S link in the chain 

of subversive organizations which 

comprise the Gestapo of the United 
States is weakening. 


A recent study of public reactions 
shows that his so-called “Friends of 
Democracy” has lost much of its power 
to terrorize. Political and’ religious lead- 
ers marked for destruction, are finding 
that they only need to deal firmly with 
these character assassins, in order to find 
relief, 


While the motives of Birkhead and 
his Communist henchmen are demonstra- 
bly. criminal . . . yet their bark is today 
worse than their bite! 





The better elements of American Jew- 
ry are beginning to shy away from them. 


Birkhead held his annual banquet in 
Niew York’s luxurious Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel, on the evening of May I1th. The 
guests paid $8.50 a plate for a meal 
that would have made displaced persons 
of Europe think they had been trans- 
ported to another world. 


Many well-known Jews who have at- 


tended Birkhead’s parties in years past, 
and contributed generously, were conspi- 
cuous by their absence this year. The 
affair lasted three hours. Elmer Davis, 
the new deal radio commentator, was the 
chief speaker. 


Birkhead expressed resentment that 
the banquet only brought him $25,000. 
A year ago, Jews in attendance gave 
him $71,800 and in 1946 he received 
$70,000. Of course, these sums con- 
stitute only a fraction of his annual in- 
come. 


Rex Stout, national Chairman of the 
Friends of Democracy and former editor 
of the Communist New Masses, partici- 
pated prominently in the festivities. 


John Roy Carlson (real name Deroun- 
ian), who has been found guilty of libel 
in three court cases, was introduced as 
“chief of our investigation department.” 





ENRY WALLACE is spending large 

sums of Communist money in his third 
party crusade. Molotov calls him “‘the 
future voice of the American people.” 
Stalin writes him personal letters. 


He began his campaign with the an- 
nouncement that it would be financed by 
“nickels and dimes and dollars from little 
people.” 


As a matter of fact, he is receiving 
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more large contributions—over $1,000 
each, than the Republican and Demo- 
crat parties combined. 


During the 60-day period just closed, 
the Republican National Committee re- 
ceived $90,834. Eight of the contribu- 
tions were over $1,000. The largest 
sum was $2,500. 


The Democrat 
took in $15,832.

Wallace collected $87,078 during the 
same period. Twenty-two contributions 
were over $1,000.

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been the dominating figure of the Na- 
tional Committee of the Communist Party. 
He is now free on $3,500 bond pending 


a hearing. 





HERE are still new deal ‘‘planners”’ 


occupying influential posts in the na- 
tional Government, who have never given 
up the idea of restoring wartime controls. 
They would like to see the American sys- 
tem of free enterprise break down, Had 
Roosevelt lived, men who subscribe to 
these alien ideas would be in charge of 
our Country today.

In the so-called Sedition Case, Senator 
Langer boldly supported the defendants 
who were being convicted in the public 
mind through smearing by Walter Win- 
chell, Drew Pearson, Max Levand and 
other spokesmen for the Gestapo. When 
an honest judge later threw the case out 
of court, calling it a ‘travesty on justice,” 
the Senator was vindicated.

“That man was so poor that during 
the time he was bringing these lawsuits 
through his attorney, James Manahan, of 
St. Paul, Minn., he slept in the YMCA 
of New York City at 15 cents a night.” 


Senator Langer had a reason for tell- 
ing this story . . . because it fitted with 
action that had just been taken by the 
United States Supreme Court in a case, 
with which he was especially concerned. 


Back in 1937, when he was Governor 
of North Dakota, the Motion Picture 
monopoly demanded that one of his 
friends in Grand Forks — a young man 
by the name of Bennie Berger, sell a 
theater that he owned to the movie mag- 
nates. 


Berger refused and they threatened to 
ruin him. Thereupon Senator Langer got 
a law enacted by the State Legislature, 
restraining such monopoly practices by 
the motion picture industry. The theater 
trust boasted that it could spend a billion 
dollars for the right of choking small 
owners out of business if necessary. In 
his speech last month, the Senator said: 


‘Upon that occasion, I had the great 
pleasure of telling these gentlemen of the 
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Movie Trust that, although we did not 
have a billion dollars to spend in the 
State of North Dakota, we would spend 
all that was necessary in order to enforce 
the statute pased by our legislature.”

her and the companionship of the young 
man she had chosen as her prince, to 
frankly choose departure from this life 
for heaven, would: seem to some a bit 
strange. But not so, she was a Chris- 
tian, and Christianity paints heaven in 
brilliant colors. 


The Christian’s Heaven Creed has 


four simple articles of faith: 


First: Heaven will be heaven because 
of what is not there. 


Second: Heaven will be heaven be- 
cause of what will be there. 


Third: Heaven will be heaven because 
Jesus has prepared a place for His Peo- 
ple. 


Finally: Heaven will be heaven be- 
cause its inhabitants have been prepared 
for it. 


Now, let us look at these simple arti- 
cles of faith. 


Heaven Will Be Heaven Because Of 
What Is Not There 


“There the wicked cease from troubl- 
ing, and there the weary be at rest.”’ 


Job. 3:17. 


In going far back to the cradle of the 
human race, we find that the desire for 
heaven was burning in the bosom of eter- 
nity-bound souls during earliest times. I 
have just quoted from the oldest book of 
which we have record, Job, and it dis- 
cusses the throbbing hope of human 
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hearts for a blissful state in the life be- 
yond. 


Job voiced the desire of all human 
beings and recorded their beliefs in a 
hereafter. If there is no heaven, let the 
materialists explain where this universal 
desire has its origin. ““There the wicked 
cease from troubling, and there the weary 
be at rest.” The ancients believed hea- 
ven to be a place where troubles would 
be ended. Is not this still the believer's 
hope? 


No trouble! The wicked have ceased 
from troubling. In this life we have dis- 
covered “‘man that is born of a woman 
is of few days, and full of trouble.” 
We are told that man is born unto trou- 
ble, even as the “sparks fly upward.” 
But of heaven, we read: ‘‘God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes.” No 
tears, for with one stroke of His mighty 
hand, the Infinite shall wipe away the 
cause of tears. Like swamps and marshes 
drained of stagnant water and disease, 
the cause of tears shall be removed in 
heaven. 


No pain! “‘Neither shall there be any 
more pain.” Some persons live in con- 
stant pain. They are never free from 
its pangs. Everyone longs for a body 
immune to mortal aches and pains. We 
are told, “Neither shall there be any 
more pain, for the former things are 
passed away.” 


No Death! ‘‘And there shall be no 
more death,” continues the description. 
Death, cruel, heartless monster! It drags 
our loved ones from us, leaving homes 
empty, hearts broken, tears flowing. But, 
concerning the future, we know, ‘“There 
shall be no more death, neither sorrow, 
nor crying.” 


No Night! ‘And the gates of it shall 
not be shut at all by day: for there shall 
be no night there.” Christ is the Light 
of the world. Men refuse to let His 
light properly shine. Electricity, the 
light of the physical world, was revealed 
to us by Thomas A. Edison. For years, 
many refused Edison’s light, preferring 
the tallow candle. Finally, after paying 
people to use it, popular prejudice dis- 
appeared and the public began to accept 
the discovery. Likewise, men_ reject 
Christ’s spiritual light. In heaven, the 
radiance of His light will sweep forever 
the gloom of darkness from the city, and 
no longer will the light of the sun be 
needed, for ‘‘the Lord God giveth them 
light.” 


No sickness, no pain, no sorrow, no 
death and no night! The things that 
have spoiled this world will not be known 


there—thank God! 
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Heaven Will Be Heaven Because Of 
What Is There 


“There the wicked cease from troub- 
ing, and there the weary be at rest.” 
The thought of heaven does not imply 
simply a negative state, comforting as is 
the knowledge that “the weary be at 
rest." The absence of things carnal and 
wicked, certainly is desirable; were they 
there, heaven would not be heaven. 


But we are taught in the New Testa- 
ment that heaven will be heaven because 
of what is there. This refers to the posi- 
tive enjoyments of the soul. Rest will 
be there. ‘“There remaineth a rest for 
the people of God.” 


We should appreciate more fully the 
rest we have in Christ during this life. 
The rest of forgiveness, the rest of par- 
don, the rest of peace. We think also 
of a rest for saints in service. “I ake 
my yoke upon you, and learn of me; for 
] am meek and lowly in heart; and ye 
shall find rest unto your souls.” We 
enjoy these things in this life, But still 
there ‘‘remains a rest for the people of 
God.” It is where “the wicked cease 
from troubling and the weary be at rest.” 
That will be heaven. 


In the Scriptures we have pictures of 


_ heaven which are symbolic and sugges- 


tive, if not descriptive. There are pic- 
tures of Harps, Crowns, Robes, Seas of 
Glass, Streets of Gold—all suggestive. 


The man whose soul is dormant to har- 
mony and music, declares that harps 
would make no contribution to heaven 
for him. ‘‘Who wants to be forever play- 
ing a harp?” the cynic says. The refer- 
ence to harps means that heaven is a 
place of eternal harmony. It suggests 
the unity and symphony of God's uni- 
verse, the absence of discord, friction 
and confusion, 


The man who has been oppressed by 
the tyranny of crowned heads of earth 
will say, ““There must be no crowns in 
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my heaven.’ But crowns in heaven sug- 
gest completion and triumph. Life com- 
pleted, battles over, victory won. Paul, 
looking beyond, said, “There is laid up 
for me a crown.”” And we are warned, 
“Let no man take thy crown.” 


This is all very good, but there is 
something better for God’s people in hea- 
ven. They will themselves become royal 
kings and priests unto God. But who 
wants to wear a robe forever? The white 
robe of the saint suggests purity. 


Referring to streets of gold, some will 
say, ‘How absurd!” I suggest that gold 
symbolizes fullness, plenty, the absence 
of poverty and want. Poverty is the lot 
of too many of us here, but in the broader 
life, the believer’s state is symbolized as 
being so rich that the very streets are 
paved with gold. 


Heaven Will Be Heaven Because Jesus 
Prepared A Place For His People 


“IT go to prepare a place for you. 
And if I go and prepare a place for you, 
I will come again, and receive you unto 
myself: that where I am, there ye may 
be also.” 


Hell is a prepared place. Prepared, 
we are told, for the devil and his angels. 
Even so, Heaven is a prepared place, pre- 
pared for the redeemed children of God. 
You may be assured that the place Christ 
has prepared will be heavenly, with all 
that the term implies. 


The “‘where” and ‘‘what’” may not 
be so important. It is enough to know 
that it is somewhere in God’s planning, 
that it is where Jesus abides, that it is at 
the end of the Christian life, that it is as 
close to the battle field as it is from the 
family altar. I think it is not far away, 
for “‘to be absent from the body” is to be 
“present with the Lord.” 


Some have thought to locate the place 
somewhere in the northern sky. If we 
were less material and more spiritual, 
we might discover it all about us, for 
heaven is where Jesus is! It is at the 
end of a victorious life. When sin goes 
out of one’s life, heaven comes in. But 
heaven is also a place, a prepared place. 
It is a secure place, imperishable, a ‘‘city 
which hath foundations, whose builder 


and maker is God.”

MARTIN LUTHER 


and 


American Civil Liberty 








O MAN has exerted a greater and 
more wholesome influence on modern 
political life than Martin Luther. 


Also in the field of the modern State, 
Luther holds the position pictured by 
Kaulbach in his famous painting repre- 
senting the ‘‘Progress of Civilization.” 
This work of art groups the world’s fore- 
most thinkers, scientists, diplomats and 
leaders—those who have headed move- 
ments and left contributions for human 
progress. 


In the midst, and towering above them 
all, is the figure of Luther. This repre- 
sents his achievements in the forward 
movement of mankind, including the field 
of social science and politics. 


The Reformer excluded the church from 
interference with the duties of the State. 
As Koestlin wrote: “By Luther’s entire 
conception of the nature of the church 
and ecclesiastical authority, every exten- 
sion of that authority to the sphere of 
temporal, political or civil life was ex- 


cluded.” 


When Americans wish to boast of the 
unique feature of their Country—namely 
the absolute separation of Church and 
State, and consequent relief from the an- 
noyances and disadvantages of a State- 
Church regime, and the resultant enjoy- 
ment of religious liberty . 


. then let 


them consider their incalculable debt to 
the man of Wittenberg. 


But the debt which the modern State 
owes to Martin Luther is even more com- 
prehensive. Not only religious freedom, 
but the very concept of civil liberty, is an 
outgrowth of his work and teaching.

Rev. Charles Stelzle, the well known 
Presbyterian writer, said: ‘“Whatever else 
Martin Luther may have advocated, his 
strongest blows were struck at autocracy 
| which had been set up by the nobility of 
| the times. His plea was for democracy. 
In his treatise on ‘Christian Liberty,’ 
Luther laid down these propositions: “A 
Christian man is the most free lord of 
all and subject to none; a Christian man 
is the most dutiful servant of all and 
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subject to everyone’.”’ 


Luther’s political philosophy was re- 
markably well balanced. With undaunt- 
ed courage, he used the full might of his 


language against both princes and peas- | 


ants, although humanly speaking he had 
everything to gain from a popular revolt. 
The Word of God was supreme with 
him and he called upon the princes to 
suppress those who tried to reform the 
world with the sword and violence. 


By his stand at the imperial Diet of | 


Worms, he unleashed the greatest force 
active in modern political life—namely, 
public opinion, Without the force of pop- 
ular enlightenment, there can be no true 
liberty, no true patriotism. The Refor- 
mation prevented the prodigious scheme of 
Charles V. to restore the union of Chris- 
tendom under the control of Roman ec- 
clesiastical authority and make himself 
lord of all Europe. It remodeled the po- 
litical life of the world. 


Going to the very roots of our free 
institutions, Associate Justice Strong of 
the United States Supreme Court, traced 
the line from the greatest gift of the Re- 
formation, the open Bible, to the enjoy- 
ment of political liberty: 


“Luther can be regarded as the author 
of the civil liberty that is enjoyed today. 
He translated the Bible into the German 
language, and spread before his country- 
men the ethics and principles underlying 
religion and freedom of life. From the 
hour that this publication was made, civil 
liberty sprang into birth, and became a 
possibility for men.”

The first class to graduate, 
comprising 26 students, received diplomas 
a few days ago. A steady stream of 
trained missionaries will eventually go 
from the Seminary, into the countries of 
South America and other places where 
the Spanish language is spoken. The 
increase in enrollment during the 1947- 
48 term was so great that the one-story 
building became hopelessly crowded. A 
second story is now under construction. 

Most Puerto Ricans live in poverty. 
The majority of the students come from 
poor families. They must therefore re- 
ceive support from believers in the United 
States. Persons ‘interested in helping de-

(1) THE KEY WORD OF TODAY’S 
LESSON IS “SHEPHERD.” 


A familiar sight in the Near East is to 
see a shepherd leading his flocks over 
rocky hil!sides and pastures, in search of 
forage and streams which constitute water 
supply for flocks. It was natural that 
the prophets of old should have chosen 
some such familiar figure to illustrate the 
relationship of the Saviour to redeemed 
humanity. 


The shepherd’s responsibility is to pro- 
vide for the flock. In the morning the 
sheep must be led to the pastures and 
fields. Throughout the day an alert 
watchman is needed to protect them. At 
dusk the shepherd follows behind the 
flock so that no straggler or lame animal 
is lost. 


The thirty-fourth chapter of Ezekiel 
indicts the false shepherds of Israel. It 
condemns faithless spiritual leaders who 
manifest unconcern toward their flocks. 


But the prophet knew that a Shepherd 
would come later to look after the eternal 
welfare of God's children. It is signifi- 
cant that one of the appelations of the 


Christ is, ““The Good Shepherd.” 
The Lord spoke through Ezekiel say- 


ing: “I will seek out my sheep and will 
deliver them out of all places where they 
have been scattered in the cloudy and 


dark day.” 


Christ, the true shepherd, came to 
“seek and to save the lost”. . . to bind 
up and heal the broken and diseased. He 
looks after His own. This is exactly the

opposite attitude of that of the false shep- 
herds of Ezekiel’s day. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE !S EZEKIEL 
34:23. 


‘And I will set up one shepherd over 
them and he shall feed them, and my ser- 
vant David; he shall feed them, and he 
shall be their shepherd.” 


The Shepherd, a descendant of David 
on the human side, could be none other 
than Jesus Christ, “that great shepherd 
of the sheep.’’ If given an opportunity to- 
day, He would lead His Church to 
green pastures and beside still waters. He 
would bind up her wounds. He wishes to 
bring others into the fold through her. 


Prophecy points to the eventual tri- 
umph of the Son of God, who will bring 
all nations under divine control. The ul- 
timate of history is not the United Na- 
tions or any other world organization, but 
the personal triumph of Jesus Christ as 
Lord of Lords and King of Kings. Ev-

The dominion of the Persians which 


| had extended itself from Egypt to India, 


permitted Jerusalem to remain a religious 
center. The balance of power gradually 
shifted to the Syrians, who in 333 B. C. 
were conquered by the third great world 
empire — Greece, under Alexander. 


Palestine suffered as a buffer state 
during the frequent wars in which Egypt, 
Syria and Greece were involved. 


In 168 B. C. Antiochus Epiphanes of 
Syria desecrated the temple altar by sac- 
rificing a hog thereon. Freedom from the 
harsh rule of the Syrians was accomplish- 
ed in 165 B. C. under the leadership of 
the Maccabees, who held control of the 
land until the Roman conquest by Pom- 
pey in 63 B. C. 


True worship of Jehovah practically 
vanished from the earth. Only a small 
minority, a remnant, remained loyal. The 
inherited evil handed down from the days 
of the Babylonian captivity, seemed to 
manifest itself during this period. Two 
great sects known in the Gospels as the 
Pharisees and Saducees, rose to power. 
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The Talmud, with its criminal code, also 
had its origin in Babylon. 


This combination of evil forces pro- 
duced the spiritual blindness that existed 
during the “‘time of great silence.” 


One ray of light kept shining through 
this period of darkness, namely the prom- 
ise of a Redeemer that was COMING. 
The words “coming” and “‘cometh’’ fig- 
ure prominently in today’s Lesson. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF TODAY'S 
LESSON IS MALACHI 3:2. 


“But who may abide the day of his 
coming? And who shall stand when he 
appeareth? for he is like a refiner’s fire, 
and like fullers’ soap.” 


Perhaps the most outstanding charac- 
teristic of the present age is the boasted 
self-sufficiency of man . . . the blatant 
assertion of his independence of God. All 
degrees of resistance are represented, from 
simple unconcern to outright defiance and 
rebellion. 


Today is the day of Man, but the Day 
of the Lord is inexorably approaching. 
It cannot be delayed by man. In that 
day men will realize how puny has been 
their rebellion! 


Better to suffer the refiner’s fire now; 
to end disobedience and bow to the rule 
of God over our lives, than to live on in 
self-will with dread of the judgment. 





(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT MAL- | 


ACHI’S PROPHECY WAS FULFILLED. 


Inspiration prompted the prophet to 
announce the coming of a harbinger. This 
prophecy found fulfillment in the ministry 
of John the Baptist. ‘‘Behold, I will send 
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my messenger, and he shall prepare the 
way before me.” 


The fact of fulfilled prophecy is a con- 
firmation of the believer’s faith.

MICAIAH, A PROPHET OF 
TRUTH 


I Kings 22:1-40 










OLDEN TEXT: ‘‘As the Lord liv- 
eth, what the Lord saith unto me, 
that will I speak.’’ I Kings 22:14. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF TODAY’S 
LESSON IS “PROPHECY.” 


Today’s story of Micaiah’s courageous 
prophecy takes us back twenty-eight cen- 
turies. The early history of the divided 
kingdoms — approximately 897 B. C., 
found one of Judah’s most powerful and 
righteous rulers on the throne. His name 
was Jehoshaphat. This man knew the 
evils of idolatry and did his best to stamp 
it out. He sent Levites over the land in- 
structing the people in morality and re- 
ligion. 


In the field he had a powerful stand- 
ing army of five divisions, totaling over a 
million men, besides the forces that man- 
ned his garrisons. 


Jehoshaphat was unlike Ahab, the 


king of Israel, in every respect. 


While Jehoshaphat was rehabilitating 
Judah along religious and patriotic lines 
. . . Ahab and his profligate wife Jeze- 
bel, were perverting the kingdom of Is- 


| rael. Jehoshaphat did a dangerous thing 


when he compromised with Ahab. 
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The endorsement of Ahab’s cause by — 


the four huudred false prophets of Israel, 
was a typical enlistment of apostate relig- 
ion to support an unworthy cause. There 
is too much of that sort of thing happen: 
ing in the Church life of America today. 
It is becoming almost impossible to tell 
where the Church deaves off and the 
world begins. 


Such a state of affairs calls for a pro- 
phetic ministry. Fortunately there was a 
prophet in Israel. His name was Micaiah. 
But his message was objectionable be- 
cause unpleasant. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF TODAY’S 
LESSON IS 1 KINGS 22:14.

““As the Lord liveth, what the Lord © 


saith unto me, that will I speak.” 


These words were uttered by Micaiah 
just before he was about to enter the pres- 
ence of Jehoshaphat and Ahab. He 
knew that the decision would expose hin 
to great danger. Courage is essential to 
the service of God. The hosts of Satan 
are marshalled against the man who 
speaks with courage and conviction. No 
true preacher expects and wishes an easy 
road. 


There were false prophets in those 
days, the same as now. Micaiah had 
seen a vision in which “‘a lying spirit (en- 
tered) the mouth of ail his (false) proph- 
ets.” 


Modernists, who desecrate Church pul- 
pits by expounding unbelief, have lying 
spirits in their mouths. And what shall 
we say about professed ministers of the 


| Gospel who lend themselves to the pro- 
| motion of Communist propaganda? 


Micaiah dared to tell the truth. This 
displeased Ahab, who said: ‘Put this 
fellow in prison.” But the prophet re- 
mained firm and resolute. He dared to 
defy the wicked king . . . knowing that 


| God and one is a majority. Jehoshaphat 
| and Ahab were beaten in battle exactly 


as Micaiah had predicted. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
MEN OF GOD SHOULD SPEAK THE 
TRUTH REGARDLESS OF THE CON- 
SEQUENCES. 


There is an ever-widening demand for 
smooth-voiced prophets, and the modern- 
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istic seminaries throughout the country 
are turning out more of them every year. 


In the long run, no matter how smooth- 
speaking may abound, men cannot escape 
from the truth. Someone has said: “It 
is the truth that hurts.” Truth hurts sin.

BEZALEEL, THE 
CRAFTSMAN 
Exodus 31:1-11; 35:30-39:43; 
II Chronicles 1:5 












OLDEN TEXT: ‘‘Whatsoever thy 
hand findeth to do, do it with 
thy might.’’ Ecclesiastes 9:10. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF TODAY’S 
LESSON IS “WORK.” 


The historical events of today’s Les- 
son remind us that as long ago as the 
fifteenth century before Christ, persons 
received supernatural anointing to perform 
ordinary work essential to divine purpose. 


Bezaleel received such an anointing 
for building the tabernacle in the wilder- 
ness. The fulness of the Spirit, enabled 
him to become a master of the art of con- 
struction. The same principle is empha- 
sized in the New Testament . . . James 
1:5, “If any man lack wisdom, let him 


ask of God.” 


The tabernacle plan had been revealed 
to Moses in minute detail. It anticipated 
a quality of workmanship for which 
neither he nor any of the Israelites had 
been trained. When they left Egypt, the 
Egyptians had loaded them down with 
wealth, which beyond doubt was the 
source of the precious metals used in the 
ornamentation of the wilderness structure. 
These were valuable, but the Israelites 
had no skill in working with them. Special 
endowment of craftsmanship upon Beza- 
leel was necessary. 


God uses the talents we bring to Him. 
David had only a sling and a few peb- 
bles. He yielded them up in consecra- 
tion. Working in line with the Infinite 
will, he destroyed a monster. 


Your personality is dike a tiny magnet. 
It can lift very little. But connect the 
magnet with a dynamo and it will lift a 
ton. Bezaleel was connected with God. 
He became the recipient of wisdom from 
above. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EXODUS 
31:6. % 


“In the hearts of all that are wise 
hearted J have put wisdom, that they may 
make all that I have commanded thee.”

Inspiration does not come to the hearts 
of only the great masters. It is when 
humble people, little people, work in uni- 
son that tabernacles are reared and fur- 
nished in the wilderness places of this 
world. Moses ordered that everybody 
was to give something toward equipping 
the building. In union there is strength. 


The plan of God is that everyone shall 
have part in the building up of the King- 
dom. Anointed leadership there must be, 





if a broad general oversight is to be 
had and all parts kept working in har- 
mony . . . but there are innumerable de- 
tailed tasks, requiring the most intricate 
and painstaking labor. The two men who 
directed the work on the tabernacle could 
have -accomplished nothing without the 
cooperation of all the other workers. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT GOD 
CHOOSES, INSPIRES AND QUALIFIES 
A WORKMAN AS SURELY AS HE 
CHOOSES PROPHET, PRIEST OR 
KING. 


The gifts and operations of the Spirit 
are widely bestowed. Not all are called 
to far off -lands, 





Pastors, evangelists and missionaries 
cannot hope to carry out their task with- 
out the support of conscientious, loyal, 
praying laymen. What America needs is 
an army of personally inspired, responsible 
workmen to pray, testify and witness on 
every hand . . . to persuade men of the 
urgency of accepting and living the Gos- 
pel. 


Scripture seems to teach that all of our 
rewards must be won during this time of 
probation. At best, we have but a short, 
short period to dabor in God’s cause. Let 
us so give ourselves to His service that 
we may not come before Him with shame.

INNEY, when his revivals were in full 
blast, often thrilled his congregations 
by calling out to them, “Look, the tides 
are rising!’’ God’s tides are indeed be- 
yond explanation. Over the centuries they 
have swept in the most unaccountable 
manner and seemingly for the least justi- 
fiable reasons. Humanly, we cannot 
understand or explain God’s mighty, irre- 
sistible, sweeping ever-onward tides. 


The Reformation is not to be explain- 
ed by reading books on Luther. The 
Methodist revival that swept England and 
America is not to be understood by under- 
standing Wesley. Moody is not sufficient 
explanation of the revival in which he 
was the central personality. Sam Jones 
and Billy Sunday were incidental to 
God’s sweeping spiritual tides in their 
day. God used them as He used Moses, 
and yet Moses was but God’s man in a 
mighty movement that has had its effect 





upon all history since Israel marched out 
of Egypt. 


After all is said by way of explanation, 
God is the source of these spiritual up- 
surges that have lifted the world to high- 
er ground and given humanity new hope 
and strength and courage. ‘The super- 
natural is the explanation. 


Today there are many signs of the turn- 
ing of the tides. There is a meaningful 


‘ripple upon the placid waters. They are 


beginning to flow. A new fervor is being 
born, or rather, the old fervor is being 
reborn. Jt is not by might or by power 
that these revolutionary changes have come 
in the past. God's spirit has moved, as 
first it moved upon the waters of the 
immeasurable chaos, and order and light 
are emerging. There is every sign of a 
great revival, such as Luther saw, such 
as Wesley led, such as surrounded Moody 
and Finney, such as surged about Sam 
Jones and Billy Sunday. 


God’s tides seem to be swelling and 
rising and soon we may expect to hear 
the thunderous pounding of the surf and 
see the breaking of the mighty barriers. 
God’s spiritual demonstration is not to be 
explained by schools or libraries or world- 
ly culture or ecclesiastical organization or 
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denominational programs. 


The Reformation, the Wesley revival, 
the Moody awakening, the Billy Sunday 
campaigns were all the objects of scorn 
and doubt on the part of the mighty 
ecclesiastical bodies of their days. Even 
Christ was opposed by church leaders. 
He moved in spite of them. 


A mighty internationally known re- 
ligious leader, himself objecting to much 
in what we call evangelism, has recently 
said, ““Watch God’s little movements, 
lean and sinewy, builded by sacrifice and 
hard pressed by physical resources. They 
are flowing together. And if they ever 
fill the banks and swell the channel, noth- 
ing can stop the flood waters or hold back 
the torrents.” 


And who shall be able to stand before 
the flowing tides of God! How puny shall 
be little man-made programs, little edu- 
cational systems, little ecclesiastical or- 
ganizations, little social gospels, little rec- 
reational movements with their dancing 
and cocktails and social gambling, little 
communistic conspiracies that hide under 
the cloth of the clergy, when God’s tides 
start shoreward. ~~
